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Hugh  Barckley  -  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick 

Hugh  Barckley  married  Elizabeth  Kirkpat¬ 
rick  in  1787,  in  New  Jersey. 

Hugh  was  bom  April  25,  1760,  and  died  at 
Finleyville,  Pa.,  May  22,  1830 ;  his  parentage  has 
not  been  ascertained.  Elizabeth  was  born  Feb. 
23,  1769,  and  died  Sept.  29,  1840 ;  she  was  a 
daughter  of  Andrew  and  Margaret  (Gaston) 
Kirkpatrick,  and  a  granddaughter  of  Alexander 
and  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick  of  Baskingridge,  N.  J. 

Some  other  information  concerning  Eliza¬ 
beth’s  ancestry  will  be  given  at  the  close  of  this 
genealogical  sketch;  for  lists  of  her  collateral 
kin,  see  Genealogy  of  Capt.  John  Kirkpatrick. 

The  battle  of  Monmouth  was  fought  July  28, 
1778.  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick  was  at  that  time 
ten  years  of  age  and  lived  near  Freehold.  She 
stood  on  a  hill  near  her  home  and  watched  the 
conflict  as  the  contending  troops  swayed  back 
and  forth  over  the  battle  field.  She  often  re¬ 
lated  this  incident  to  her  grandchildren. 

Hugh  and  Elizabeth  dwelt  at  first  in  New 
Jersey;  after  three  or  four  years  they  removed 
to  western  Pennsylvania,  and  settled  near  Fin¬ 
leyville  in  Washington  County;  Finleyville  is 
twenty  miles  due  south  of  Pittsburg.  On  June 
15,  1791,  Hugh  bought  a  farm  of  100  acres  from 
James  Barckley,  paying  about  five  dollars  an 
acre.  On  this  land  he  built  a  house  which  is 


still  standing,  but  is  not  occupied.  This  stone 
house  stood  a  little  off  the  road  because  of  a 
good  spring,  the  water  of  which  ran  down  to  a 
trough  on  their  porch. 

In  1802,  John  Finley  bought  land  near  by ; 
many  years  afterward  the  Hugh  Barckley  farm 
was  bought  by  the  Finleys  and  it  is  still  held  in 
that  surname. 

Hugh  and  Elizabeth  are  buried  in  Mingo 
cemetery,  where  white  marble  tombstones  stand 
to  their  memory.

Hugh  and  Elizabeth  Barckley  had  thirteen 
children,  whose  names  and  birth  dates  were 
taken  from  the  original  family  Bible.  This  old 
Bible  was  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  William  Mur¬ 
phy  (Nancy  Kirkpatrick  Barckley)  whose  house¬ 
hold  goods  were  stored  once  and  all  burned  while 
in  storage;  but  fortunately  the  names  and  dates 
had  been  copied  from  it  a  short  time  before  its 
destruction.

He  was  summoned  aboard  to  make  a 
trip  to  Europe.  But  he  had  met  Polly  Barckley 
and  had  become  so  interested  in  her  that  he  re¬ 
fused  to  go,  for  Polly  had  not  yet  said  “Yes.” 
When  Polly  did  say  “Yes,”  they  settled  down  to 
'  farming.  The  Cheesemans  were  a  church  going 
people,  farmers,  and  mostly  Presbyterians ; 
it  was  mostly  the  newly-weds  who  migrated  west¬ 
ward.

He  lived  in  the  reign  of  David  I.  He 
is  witness  to  a  charter  of  Robert  Brus,  the  elder, 
the  first  Lord  of  Annandale,  and  of  his  wife  Eu- 
phemia,  granting  the  fishing  of  Tourduff  to  the 
monks  of  Abbeyholm,  which  charter  is  undated, 
but  the  grantor  died  in  the  year  1141. 

II.  - Kirkpatrick,  whose  baptismal  name 

has  not  been  ascertained. 

III.  Ivone  Kirkpatrick,  who  on  August  15, 
1232,  obtained  from  Alexander  II,  a  confirmatory 
charter  of  the  lands  of  Closeburn.  He  married 
Lady  Euphemia,  daughter  of  Robert  the  Bruce, 
Lord  of  Annandale  and  Cleceland.
